It lets out a squawk as itrises out 
of its shallow shoreline fishing spot. The 
sounds from Hogg Bay today are 
tranquil and natural, 


But in the years that have passed since 
the first land surveyor marked the 
county’s boundaries, distinctively 
different sounds haye come from the 
bay. 

The grinding of the wheels and belts 
of the Burgess Sawmill was the first 
sound to break the silence of the virgin 
hardwood forests. Situated at the head 


building umber to area settlers as early 
as 1812: 

For many settlers, land in the area 
was inaccessible until the finishing 
touches were put on the Rideau Canal 


in 1832. The Rideau Waterway 
provided a major route into Upper 
Canada and brought Irish immigrants 
like John Murphy, who in 1856, 
acquired title to the land that is today 
Hogg Bay beach. Here he built a log 
home and barn, and cleared woods for 
fields and pastures. The park is named 
after the point of land that is his 
namesake. 

Pioneers settling on land in the 
area had to contend with a rough and 


Canadian Shield. But where it may have 
proved unfruitful for farming, the 
minerals it held offered another source 
of income. 

Pockets and veins of apatite, mica, 
and feldspar created a number of small 
scale mining operations. One of these, 
the Silver Queen Mine, operated from 
1903 to 1920. It offered seasonal 
employment to farmers as well as a 
market for their products. 


In the early years of the 19th century, 
the sound of barges being loaded with 
ore from the Silver Queen Mine drifted 
over the waters of Hogg Bay. The 
economic viability of the mine 


means of cheaply transporting the 
minerals to market. 


The Burgess Sawmill is silent now. It 
has been many years since the pioneer 
homesteads were worked and the 
mineral loading docks are quiet, but 
Murphys Point Provincial Park 
preserves their memory and the 
background of forest and lakes from 
which their sounds echoed. 

Join us this summer in exploring 
these memories. A weekly schedule of 
our summer interpretation program of 
conducted walks, evening programs, 
children’s programs and special events 
is posted throughout the park.

Why not explore Murphys Point by 
canoe? The Hogg Bay Canoe Hike 
might be just the activity you're looking 
for (A note to novice paddlers — no 
motorized craft are allowed on Hoge 
Bay, so you don't have to worry about 
boat wake). 

The hike can take as little a 1 1/2 
hours, but if you have time for a longer 
outing, take a picnic lunch and do some 
exploring at one of the stops. 

Six stops are identified along the 
route, but keep your eyes and ears open 
and you'll discover a lot more things 
going on. The hike as outlined below 
provides only a hint of the stories 
associated with each stop, Come out to 
the park interpretive events for lots 
more information. 

STOP 1: This turn-of-the-century 
mine pit is representative of many small- 
scale mining ventures in Burgess 
Township. Minerals that were mined 
include mica, used for electrical 
insulators, apatite, used in fertilizer, 
and feldspar, used in the ceramics 
industry. This pit was probably hand 
dug. This is likely because of the pit’s 
small dimensions, as well as a lack of 
steam drill holes. The Silver Queen 
Mine trail will lead you to a much larger 
minesite. 

STOP 2: Paddle quietly and you may 
catch a glimpse of beaver at their feed 
pile (dawn or dusk is best). These large 
rodents prefer birch and aspen for their 
food and construction material, but will 


preferred varieties. Beaver have 
powerful jaws and teeth that grow 
continually. When feeding, they chomp 
away on thumb-sized branches, as if 
they were pretzels...this keeps their 
teeth worn down. If you have time to 
paddle by the Amphitheatre check 
along the shore for another good sign of 
beaver activity. 

STOP 3: Welcome to McParlan 
House! Historical records suggest that 
the original house may be over 170 years 
old. The other building found here is a 
milk house. McParlan House was the 
living quarters of the foreman who 
worked at the adjacent mill. 

STOP 4: These weather-worn ruins 
tell of a mill with a colourful history. 
The original sawmill was built by the 
township surveyor, Reuben Sherwood, 
around 1810. In 1846, it was owned by 
Charles Jones of Jones Falls. Samuel 
Chaffey, son of the Chaffey of Chaffey’s 
Locks owned the mill in 1851. A great 
fire which swept from Westport to Bells 
Corners may have contributed in part to 
the mill's closure.» 

STOP 5; Black Creek was not only 
important as a source of power for the 
old mill. It’s 24 km course still provides 
lots of rich habitat for wildlife. Otter, 
muskrat and beaver are a few of the 
aquatic mammals that can be found 
here, while Wood Ducks and Great 
Blue Herons are only two of the many 
birds that are common along the river 
course. Look for bright red Cardinal 
Flowers and Black-winged Damselflies

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Minerals from the mine — 


One of the most interesting walking 
trails in Murphys Point Provincial 
Park leads to the old shafts of the Silver 
Queen Mine. It operated from 1903 to 
1920 and its lifeblood lay in its rich 
supply of mica, apatite and feldspar. 
Today these minerals are of little 
commercial value but their use in the 
early years of the 1900's opens a window 
to an earlier way of Canadian life. 

No other material discovered at that 
time had the particular qualities of 
mica. It could be split as thin as 100 
thousandth of an inch yet still remain 
tough and elastic. It could withstand 
very high temperatures and most 
important it was a poor conductor of 
heat and electricity. 

Initially used in chimneys of gas 
lamps, street lamps, lamps of trolley 
cars, windows in stoves, and peepholes 
of furnaces, mica came into its own 
when the electrical industry began to 
flourish in 1890. 

It was used as an insulator in 
transformers, electrical motors, and 
other electrical appliances such as 
toasters. 

For windows and lamp chimneys, 
large sheets of mica were a priority. 
With the electrical demand for mica, 
smaller sheets 2.5 cm x 2.5 cm could be 
used. These smaller grades of mica were 
built into large sheets using shellac as a 
cement. These were then put into steam 
presses to bake after which they were 
sawn into segments. 

Mica unsalvagable for sheet mica was 
finely ground and used in paint, 
wallpaper, and as a roofing material for 
which it was qualified over all other 
types of roofing as being ‘perfectly 
fireproof.’ 

A mineral found in association with 
mica in the Silver Queen Mine was 
apatite. It was in demand as far back as 
1850 when it was discovered that it 
could be broken down with sulphuric 
acid to produce phosphate, a valuable 
plant fertilizer. It was claimed that 300 
pounds of phosphate fertilizer applied 
to an acre of land had the same effect as 
25 wagon loads of well-rotted barnyard 
manure. Apatite from the Silver Queen 
Mine was shipped to the International 
Agricultural Corporation in Buffalo,

New York and the Capelton Chemical 
Fertilizer Company in Buckingham 
Junction, Quebec. While larger and 
cheaper resources of phosphate could 
be found in Florida and Tennessee, the 
Silver Queen Mine's operation 
maintained its financial feasibility as a 
result of its cheap transportation costs. 
Located close to the Rideau Waterway, 
most of the ore was carried out in the 
winter by sled to Hogg Bay where it was 
transported by boat to market. 

Between 1912 and 1914 a third 
mineral, feldspar, was taken from an 
open pit not far from the main mine 
shaft. Feldspar was shipped to the 
Eureka Flint and Spar Company at 
Trenton, New Jersey, where it was used 
as a glaze in pottery. 

The Silver Queen Mine closed down 
in 1920. In its 17 year life span it 
provided work that supplemented many 
a farm income. Its operation stimulated 
a youthful local economy allowing 
many people to settle permanently in 
the area,
